And  great 
i*  the  virtue  of  a  soul  that  rests  on  thoae 
ultimate  tru'hs  which  are  tlie  effluence  of 
(lie  Divine  naturv,  lifbugh  philosophy  doe* 
not  confess  that  anything  ia  behtml  or 
above  them.  Bo  philosophy  when  it  holds 
that  “whatever  is  is  right"  teaches  a  fact 
which  religion  rejoice*  in  when  it  *av*  "all 
ia  well  since  ruled  by  Thee  !”  And  id  the 
troubles  that  distress  it  it  surely  the  duty

Tbeac  have  i»een 
very  largely  attended  by  tic-  Ru>udana,  and 
from  the  highest  rank  loo.  ll  is  a  very 
wonderful  thing  for  Uuvai  r,  lor  you  know 
the  iiussians  have  always  been  very  strut 
iu  religious  matter-),  and  niiy  attempts  to 
make  convert*  from  their  church  bus  been 
a  very  severe  offence.  Indeed,  although 
they  tolerate  other  toriua  of  religion  in  the 
Eu/pMc  for  Jvrtiqnoi o,  it  is  distinctly  un 
deihtood  that  there  in ust  lie  no  interference 
with  tilt  Hum.oih  ;  aud  for  a  Russian  to 
change  his  faith  is  a  very  serious  of 
fence.  11'Ay  they  hsve  allowed  theae  ser 
vices,  which  are  clearly  understood  to  be 
tor  the  liuiaiaus,  is  quite  a  mystery,  but  so 
it  is.  Lord  U.  naked  pcruiisaiou  from  the 
authorities,  which  they  say  wss  readily 
granted,  and  there  has  been  a  great  a- 
luouot  oi  interest  all  along.  Very  many 
of  the  court  even,  minister*  of  high  rank 
generals,  Ac.,  have  been  constant  attend¬ 
ants,  and  they  say  that  many  convert*  have 
been  made.  But  of  course  where  there  is 
so  great  a  prejudice  against  a  change  of 
religion,  it  is  more  prudent  not  to  talk 
much  of  the  rqsult  in  individual  cases  for 
tbe  present.
